Paul preventingly,and by propheticall ſpirit,pro- 
uided in this caution againſtall 4:qu/nvcators and 
Mentaliffs, whoare ready to-tender their Soue- 
raignes ſome outward and formall Submiſfion, 
without the Soule, and inward affeQtion, there- 
fore hee ſaith, Let exery ſoule ſubmit. 

The foundation of this Law of Loyaltic,is laid 
| in the conſcience ofa Chriſtian man, not becauſe 
| of wrath onely, but for conſcicnte ſake. The illation 
| following on the premiſes, is my Text. The pro- 
poſition wherofis indefinite, & equinalent to an v- 
niuerſal; They that reſ5ft, all they ſhall receine iudge- 
ment. It any aske , what is the Extent of this po- 
wer,which God giucth to his annointed ſcruants 
the Kings & Princes of the earth; let them learne 
| of 1/rael, who rendred this Allegeance to Joſhua : 
\ Mithat CY we will do, and 

whither-ſoeaer thou ſendeſt vs, wee will goe : as wee 
obeyed Moſes in all things , ſo will we obey thee : 01- 
ly the Lord thy God be with thee,as he was with 1Mo- 
ſes, loſh.1.16.17. Sofarre then, as GOD is with | 
our Princes , and that their commaunds, bee no; 
| preiudicetothe ſuperior ordinances of God : e- 
F i ucry ſoule doth owe them fubmiſhon , and muſt | 
ſweare them their obedience: forwhatſocuer the 
perſon of the Prince'ts , thepower is of God : euen

| Pilates power is of God, though hee armed it a-/

| | therefore Chriſt ſubmitted himſclfe to thar po-!

| power in heauen and in earth, Matt.28.18. 

| | Ourgratious ſoueraigne King , reading inthe 
| | bloudy praiſes of his rebel-Popiſh-ſubie&s,the 
| danger of his owne royall perſon,& of his hope- 
| full poſteritie, hath with the moſt honourable} 
| Parliament deviſed a Shiboleth, cuen this cath of 
| Allegeance (which is now tendered to vs ofhis 
| Cleargie of this Dioceſle) to diſtinguiſh berwixt 
| its 1ſraelites and his Ephraimites, betweene his 
faithfull, louing, and peaccable Proteſtants, and 
the tumultuous, fatious, and Popiſh Incendia- 
ries, who defire to ſee our Jeruſalem turned to 
duſt and aſhes. This Oath wil ſhew him who hath | 
| moſt diſciples in his kiugdome: this Pal our A+; 
| poſtle thar taught the Romans, omnis anima, let e-| 
| very foule ſubmir ; or Paw/ the fift that now tea-| 
| cheth the Romans , and all his Rowiſh Catholiques, | 

the Contradiorieto his dorine, Non 0n77s 4-| 
| #irza, Ictnort euery ſoule be ſo obliged, I wonder! 
| af Burge/e of Rome,that being ſo oppoſite to Saint | 
Paul, he would vſurpe his name, at his inveſtiture| 
in the Papacic, except hee imeantto ſet Paul a- 
- gainſt Pal, Romans againſt Romans, his Brexes a- 
- gainſt Saint Pawles Epiſtles; our Apoſtle caſt off 
bh | a naine vpon his conuerfion,that would become

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his Holineſſe of Reme much better. 

But concerning the power of Secular Princes, 
by this Pau! the fift,and his vſurping Predeceſſors 
ſtrangely reſtrained to make their peace with S. 
Paul , they doe thus vnderftand my Text; They 
that reſiſt, that is, They of the Laity that reſiſt: for 
ſaith their Glofſe , Eccleſiaſticall perſons, and 
Eccleſiaſtical cauſes are exempr. 
| Thequarrell is wel knowne between the Pope, 
and the State of Yenzce, for their iudiciall proceſle 
purſued tothe execution, and death of a fowle 
' malefa&or of their Cleargie, and the Pope (if he 
had been ſtrong enough to reuenge ſuch a quar- 
rell) would have made it knowne much better. 
Therefore it concerneth his moſt excellent Ma- 
ieſty, to vnderſtand how his Cleargie affect his 
[goucrnement , and what ſubieCtion and Allege- 
ance they will performe to hin ; which ſhall dif- 
couer, whether we follow the cxample of the old 
Romans, who in their purer, and Primitive times 
gaue vnto Ceſar that which was Ceſars,or whether 
we reſiſt with the late Roman Catheliques, turning 
Ceſar all into Name, and diueſting him of all his 
\Rojialties. 
| Saint Bermardepiſt, 42, tothe Archbiſhop of 
Senona vrgeth that place of Saint Paul, omnis ani- 
ma, Let enery ſoulr be ſubieth: thus, Si omnis,e ve- 
ſtre, quis 08 excipit av wvniuerſitate ? Si quis tentat 
Excrpere, conatuy acciper? , If every ſoule muſt bee 
ſubie&, then yours, that is, thoſe perſons who 
arc Eccleſiaſtical! : who excepteth you when hee

Therefore to ſort this Preface to the occaſi- 
on, and to the preſent hearing more properly, I 
learne of S. Bernard thus to limit to my ſelfe; they!

receine ts themſelues damnation . And heerein wee 
haue our high Pricſt foran example, of whom S. 
Bernard ſaith , Conditor Ceſaris now cunttatus eſt 
reddere cenſum Ceſarizexemplum enim dedit vobrs, 
vt e& vos ita faciatis.

eribute to Ceſar, for therein he gaue enſample to!

i{ſrmas Apoſtolus ſatis aperiat,quid loquat ur ajcens, 
propter hoc tributa praſtatis. Vnleſſe perchance(as 
ſome moſt fooliſhly are wont te interpretetheſe 
words) they would vnderſtand Saint Paul, as 
ſpeaking of Eccleſtaſticall powers, that by the 
Sword is meant Excommunication : whereas 
the Apoſtle wiſely prouided, to preuent any ſuch 
interpretation , and expreſſerh himſelfe plainely,

And Saint Ambroſe maketh good this interpre-

| witneſle. | 
| Manritius the Emperour had made a De- 
| cree, Thatno olde Souldiers ſhould be admit- 
ted or recciucd into anie of the Monaſteries, 
| becauſe hee perceived that many of them vied 
| | thisas a ſhift to ſhunne and eſcape from going 
| | tothe warres, and hee was thereby likely to bee 
| theworſe ſcrued : ſuch power had that Chriſtian 
Emperour to decree in matters concerning the 
Church, and Gregorze then Biſhoppe of Rome, 
| B 3 gricued! 
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| grieued at this conſtitution of the Emperor, did| 
| not conuent the Emperour to his Conſfiſtorie,! 
| drew not out againſt him the ſword of Excom- 
munication, did not menace him with interdi-| 
| tion, depriuation, or any other ſhew of Papall 
iuriſdiftion , but as an humble and duetifull ſub- 
ie, addreſſed te him his carneſt petition, by an 
Epiſtle, wherein he pleaderh for the Church,and 
|as if it became him il! to conteſt with his Soue- 
raigne, heebringeth in Chriſt Ieſus, thus expo- 
ſtulating with him. Ego te de notario comitemex-

It ſeemerth hard to 
mee, that hee whom God hath made to rule,not 
only Souidiers, bur Prieſts alſo, ſhould reftraine

But this Gregorie thefirſt of that name, was fo |

ſucceſſor,as that he would nor ſuffer the Title of 
Oecumenicall Biſhop to be pur vpon him ; here- 
in following Pe/agins his molt worthy p.edecel- 
ſour, He writ an angry reprehenſion to Exlngins, 
Patriarch of Alzx.ndb za, for (tiling him Yaiuer- 
| {all Biſhop, in an Epiſtle ſenr to him : And when 


 lobn Patriarch of Conſtantinople, had viurped that 
| title, he wrot to him to rebuke him for it. And to 
' Manritins the Emperour, whoſe loue to him and 
| the Church could have affoorded him ſo hono- 
 rable a title,he ſaid, whoſoener afſumerh te him- 
| ſelfe, or admitteth of any ſuch title, El/atrione ſus 
| Antichriſkum precurrit, he doth fore-runne Anti- | 
chriſt in his pride. He calleth thattitle , Nefas- | 
| dum, (tultum, ſuperbum vocabulum, a wicked, foo- | 
 liſh,and proud title. He faith that the counſell of | 
 Calecdon offered it to his predeceſſors, to beeſo| 
| ſtiled, /ed tamen nullus ibs hoe temerarium nomen ' 
| arripuit : none of them took this rath and incon- 
| ſiderate name vpon him, 
' Heworuld haue ſtaid the pride of that Roman 
See at the firſt: for when in reſpe ofthe Empire | 
| ſeatgd at Rome, the chamber of that great Monar:- | 
| chie,there was giuen the firſt place in Councels | 
| tothe Biſhop of Rowe: the next ambition was to | 
| be chiefe Biſhop : and then to be vniuerſall oner | 
all che Church , as Hart faith, the Pope cannor | 
be non re:.dent, for all the world is his Dioceſle. | 
and what was then left, butto intrude vpon the 
rights of temporall Princes, as in ſucceeding

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times they did,and at this day doe ? But we heare | 
God promiſing, Kings ſhall be thy nurſing fathers, |

theirpleaſure. Yea ſometimes the great Biſhop 
| | of Ree hath made requeſt to the Emperour , as 
1 'Leoifor example , forthe calling a Counſell in /- 
i #alje, and prevailednor .

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{in the Church, the end of them all, cuen in cau- / 
| ſes Ecclefiaſticall. More, Socrates reporteth /zby. | 
| 5.c4p. 10. That many Biſhops differing 'in iudge- 
ment, concerning the DoArine of the Trinzte, 
Theodſ;us the Emperour conuented them before 
himſelfe, hee tooke the ſeuerall Coppies of their | 
Do&rines; and praying firſt to God to aſſiſt him, | 
in that holy buſineſſe , that he might chooſe and | 
maintaine his truth againſt all heretical opinions: | 
after mature aduice , hee reſolued vpon the truth | 
of Do&trine, and inthe preſence of all the Af: | 
[ſembly, heetore'in peeces all the reſt : and this | 
' truth he did not meaſure by the depth of his own | 
| iudgement, bur 4 ares wy with that Canon | 
| of Faith, which both hely Scriptures, and for-. 
mer Counſells had ſufficiently maintained. And 
this was in amatter meerely Ecclefiaſticall, And 
for Ecclefiaſticall perſens; the law of Appeales in | 
our Land, when Popery paſſed for truereligion, | 
in thereigne of King Herry the ſecend , had this | 
'Proceſſe, from the Archdeacon, to the Biſhop | 
| of the Dieceſſe, from the Biſhop ofthe Dioceſle | 
[tothe Archbiſhoppe of the Prouince , and from | 
him to the King,which was the finall hearing and | 
determination , : beyond which there was no fur- | 
'ther pronocation,but to leaucall to God. There- | 
, fore we determine, that our Cauſes and our Per- | 
ſons are all vaſſalles, and ſubie& to our Soue- | 
'raignes; and the immunities 'and liberties which | 
(Wee poſſeſle, wee holde them of the indulgence, | 
p_ gracious fauour of our moſt worthie, and lo- | 
C uing | 
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\uing Princes, and our Sa/omon, our Fcleſtaftes} 
requirethof his C/cearg/e, no vadue obedience, 
'that the judgement remaineth moſt iuſt. They | 
(that reſiſt (evenofthe Cleareie ) ſhall receiue vnto; 
themſelnes damnation. 

| Theyreſiſtthis power , whe refuſe this Oath 
| of Loyaltie to his moſtexcellent Maicſtie, as all 
Popiſh Recuſfants:do, who ſet vp a demy-god,as 
Bellarmine his Paraſite fawneth, and fainerh, De 
Pontif.5. 6. qui poteſt mutare, conferre, er auferre 
principibus regua: who hath power to change, ts 
giue, and take away Kingdomes from Princes. 
Our Soueraigne doth not ſet vp an Inquiſtti- 
on, to finde out Papiſts, as Rome doth to dilcouer| 
Proteſtants : hee doth not make bare ſuſpition 
quarrell enough to apprehend, conuent, impri- 
{on,racke,and torture men,ro force them to ſelfe- 
accuſation : hee onely deuiſeth to know ſheepe 
from goates, loyall ſubie&s from hererticall re- 
(bells; heis the Image of that King of whom wee; 
reade, MMait.21.5, Ecce,rextwus venit tibi manſu- 
etus : Thy King cemmerh to thee mecke,aud gra- 
cious, Itisthe gloric ofa King topaſſe by an of- 
tence. How many Princes of the (earth would 
haue put vp ſuch an attempr as the Gun-powder 
treaſon was,with ſuch patience? Might not Chri- 
(fian Princes haue thought his anger iuſt,if irhad 
drawne his Sword againſt all of that Religion,till 
none of them had beene left, and ithad beeneno 
more then the equitic of my Text, fox they that 
reſiſt muſt recciue iudgementheere , by iuſt Ma- 
| _ Eiſtrares, 
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ples ambition ofthe name of Oecamenicall, may 


extollitur ſuper emrie quod dicitar Degs, & quod 
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giſtrates, who beare not the Sword inwvaine, and 
heereafter damnation, by the Sentence of the 
great Iudge of Quicke and Dead. The /ſ/rac/ites 
thought this Sentence iuſt ; for thus they ſay to 


loſhus ; whoſoeucr will rebell againſ# thy Commann- | 1ofpra1.1s, 


dements, let him be pnt to death : And God gaue a 
fearefull example hereof in the rebellion of Co- 
r4h, The reaſon is giuen by the Almightie him- 
ſelfe inthis caſe of oppoſition to ſoucraigne do- 
minion,why he taketh it ſo to heart: For hee ſaid 
ro Sermuel , They haue net caſt thee away , but they 
hane caſt me away,that Tſhould not raigne ouer thews. 

In theſe caſes of reſiſting, G ov is molt ſenſt- 
ble, for his owne Scepter of Rule is touched in 
them : For by mee Princes ratgne, ſaith his Viſe- 
dome. Therefere the vſurping pride of Rowe, 
firuggling and wraftling with the Holy one of //- 
rae! for the Seepter ef Regiment,may now looke, 
that the cenſure of Saint Gregorie the Great then 
Bithop, giuen vpon the Patriarch of Conſtantine- 


turne into a propheſie of theſe times, and then 
Elatio tanto citins rampitur, quante magis inflatur. 
And we may all expe& the breaking of the head of 
Leniathan in the great waters. Dauid ſaid they that | 
hate thee haue lifted wp the head . Saint Auguſtine 
vpon thatplace ſaith, Nec capita, ſed ceput quando | 
copernenturi ſunt,vi ctiam illud caput habeant,qued 


colitur,quoa Dens i#terficiet ſpiritworis ſui: that is, 
he faith nottheir hoads , bur they thall life vp the

' approoue your owne vadoubted loyalty to your

The auncient Fa- 
thers doe obſerue, that our Sauiour Chriſt did 
expreſſe himſelfe to this Sea-tribe, more then to 
any of the reſt : For he was conceiugd at N az4- 
reth, a city in the Portion of Zebulun, and in this 
city he was brought vp : hee beganne to preach 
firſt heere : and Mount Thabor, vppon which hee 
was transfigured , wastin the Tribe of Zebalan 
alſo. The rcaſon which they giue,is this, becauſe 
hee thought , that Tribe did moſt ncede this ex- 
traerdinarie dire&ion of his dorine,and exam- 
ple, ofany of the reft . Indeede thoſe places that 
doc confine vpon the Sca, and are Hauens for 
ſhippes , partly, in reſpe& of the continuall dan- 
Yers chat they doc behold , and the greeuous lof- 
s of men and goods, which happen in ſight and 
heare-ſay, hauec their hearts more hardencd then 
others : partly, inreſpe& of the ready paſſage to 
| conucy away ſuch as bavedeſerued cuill, and are 
purſued by the Sword of Tuſtice, and ſo by im- 
punity are encouraged to offend, partly by the 
entertainement of ſuch as come thitker withthe 
ſpoile of their Piracies, and Sea-robberics,which 
commonly areas waſtefully rioted at Scea-towns, 
| as they are deſperately , and with hazard gotten 
vponthe Seas, and partly by the importation of 
ſtrange and corrupt manners brought out of o- 
ther countries, which Apiſh imitation can ſcarce 
forbeare ro entertain and afﬀett : ſurely, by ſome, 
or all theſe meanes, ſuch places are ſo corrupt, 
that they {needed all this mercie of the _—_ of 
od.

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God. Thercforetheſe abuſes in your calling,you 
thar are graue pt 106g men, and that haue' 
eminent place of charge, and authority in theſe 
affaires, may dee God good ſeruice, to make a 
conſcience of admoniſhing thole, that are vnder | 
your commaund, ofall theſe things : and heerc: | 
inlet Almighty God giue you both to w/ll and to 
performe that, by which his bleſſed name may be{ 
glorified,both abeord,and aſhoare. | 
Thirdly, wee are taught by the holy , and cha-! 
ritable example of Xoſes the man of God, to wiſh 
Zebulun good ſpecde in his Voyages , and ſurely | 
the prayers and well-wiſhings of Gods ſeruants, | 
and the breath of charitable benediion , is an 
happy gale for all that goe to Sea. In vs itis cha-' 
rity ; for they are our Brother-tribe , bone of our 
bone,and fleſh of our fleſh. The Church,and the| 
Common-wealth doe both beare a great Aduen-| 
ture in cuery veſſel, that goeth to Sca,and there- 
fore the Church doth teachvs to pray For all that 
treuell by land, or by water, The rather let vs with 
them all good, becauſe Sea-lofles are loſſes with- 
out recouery commonly , that malice it ſelfe(me 
thinkes) ſhould nor beſo malicious, to wiſh that! 
to periſh, by whoſe lofle no aduantage commeth | 
to him that ſurujucth. Againe, theſe Aduentu-} 
rers deſerue our charity , more then others , be-] 
cauſe they ſecke their owne poore meanes of bet-] 
tering their petty eſtates, in the general aduanc e-| 
ment of the ſtate,in which they are ſubieed : for! 
what is the particular mans gaine, in rs” 
of 
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of that good, which the Common-wealth recei- 
ueth by rhe ſeruice & employment of theſe men ?; 
Therefore it ſhall be very worrhie of our Chriſti- 
an charitic, to ſay to Zcbulun, Reioyee O Zebulun 
in thy goings ont. | 
And to Zebulunr, that is, to the Sea-men 

themſelues; it is moſt neceilarie, that they have 
the holie and deuout prayers of the Seruants of 
God ; the paines, the vnreſt, the wants, the dan- 
gers that they endure, arc infinite, ſo that of all | 
men that live, none are more often, or more ſe- 
riouſly admeniſhed to prepare themſelues for 
death, then theſe men . I doe not ſpeake this , as 
though all were ſo well with vs aſhoare, that here 
were no danger atall. For many doe thinke,that 
it is little better then a deſperate aduenturing 
of ones ſelfe to goe to Sea: they feare-the clofe- 
| neſſe of the Cabbins, the infeCtious ayre of the 
| ſhippe, the danger of drowning , they ſeeno 
| neceflitie to enforce this hazard . To ſuch I ſay, 
and I ſpeake with griefe of heart,to ſce the indge- 
ments of God vpon our Land, euen inthe com- 
paſſe ofa few yeares . For, did not our laſt great 
plague teach vs, that the openayre of the Coun- 
trey , breathed no more health in her Inhabi-| 
rants, then the cloſe Cabbins in a ſhippe, or the| 
thicke-ſet houſes in our greateſt Cittie 2 Did nor} 
the great floudes in diuerſe partes of our Land | |

And did notthe great dearth ſuc- 
ceeding, in which wee felt the hardneſſe of mens 
hearts, not yetthawed, butkeeping in prouiſien 
of corne, till the poore bring foorch their curſes 
vpon them, which Godin Heauen hcareth and 
ratifieth? Doth not this teach vs, thar our Land, 
as plentifull as it is , and though it ſeeme ſurchar- 
ged with ſtore, that itſenderth much away, yer 
it may necde the helpe of other Countries, to 
ſupply her wants, and to putbread in che mouths 
of her children, To 'this purpoſe, ler Zebaulun 
weigh Anchore, and ſet-Saile; and God giue 
him joy in his going our, and his returne.

Ir is aJamentable thing , that any ſhould bce 
found in a Chriſtian Common-wealth voyde 
of this charitable well-wiſhing to Trauailers, ra- 
ther deſiring that they might perith in their jour- 
ney, and never returne in peace to their owne 
places of habitation.

| chatdwellerh in heauen brought theſe two indge- 
| ments vpon them both; for Epiphanins dyed a-

Ch;yſo{tome was depriued of his Bifhopricke, and 
dicd in exile.

No better 
wine could be, then that at the Marriage in Cans 
of Galile, and hee cauſed the meaſures to be filled 
vp tothe brimme. 

Hee turncd the five Loaues,and two Fiſbes;at 
another time, the ſcuen Loaues, anda few litcle 
Fiſhes into ſo plenrifull a prouiſion , chat mulri- 
tudes were ſufficed, and great remaines of the 
(broken meate lefr , even more then the firſt pro- 


| portion, when they fare downero eate. 


{ Andnoton earth onclie did he performe this 
'plenty, burtto ſhew his power, euen in the great 
'waters , hee comming to ſome of his Diſciples 
when they were fiſhing, commaunded Percy to 
caſt his nerinto the Sea, and Petey doing it vypon 
his word, contrary to the rules of fiſhing: there 
'yer was ſo great a draught of fiſh, that the nets 
brake with the weight thereof. Thus hath God 
ſowne the great and boiſterous element of wa- 
ters, with the ſpawne ofall ſorts of fiſh, and crow- 
ned the deepes with abundance. 


Beſides 
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plentcoutneſſe: he gaue Mannato 1ſrae!, till they | 
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|—Fefda this blefling ofthe ſeas, God hath made | 
[the great w-ters pervious to-our veſſels,and hath | 
taught vs to fiad paths in thoſe deſarts of waters, | 
to ſtranger ſhoares, ſoleading vs ro a new abun-|

| Thistribe of Zcon7un is the Merchant and Ma- | 
| rincr, his goods and lite are aduentured to fetch 
in this forraine abundance, theſe tranſplant the 
'plentic of other Nations into their ownc Land, ' 
5 and brivg home abundance. ' 

VVho can diſcerne that our Land doth want | 
the two rich commoditiesof Vine and Oile,and |

| the fruits of neighbour-nations, | 
; | Great is the diſtance of thoſe Indies, which 
F [Farniſh vs with Spices ofall ſorts, yet our ſhips 
ſemi-circle the world, going and returning rich | 
'fraights ofthoſe commodities : all this is the 4- 
 bundance of the Seas. | 
And wee inbabiting theſe Countries of Grea? 
Britaine and ireland, being Ianders, and lying 
in the Sca, as Tyrus ſometimes did,do much de-. 
pend ypon the Scas, tor our ſtore of many neceſ- 
aries. This moat which the hand of God hath | 
digged about our Lands, this girdle of great wa- 
ters , wherewith hee hath ſurrounded vs, doeth 
bring vs alfo abundance of ſtrength, that we may | 
ſay vfour God, hee husbandcth and rillech the | 
Seas for our vie, forour profir, for our pleaſure, | 
and for our defence, And | hope there is none a- 
mongeſt vs, ſo vathanketull, burthe will confefle, | 
* 3 that | 
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thatas the wiſedome and.power of the Al 
| tie: euenſo, the gracious prouidence 


is, That Spirit which mooneth pon our 
greatis the extent of mans dominga t- 
mited on the drie groiid, but ſpread ori: deeps. 

Theywho take vſe of theſe benefits of God,and 
caſte of the abundance of the Sea, muſt either ad- 
venture their perſons, or their goods, to fetch in 
this plenty there will be expeQzd from them, ve- | 
ry great induſtrie. This carth on which wee live 
without culture,, and much paines of the Huſ- 
band-man, yeeldeth nothing bur the curſe of 
weedes, and greats his trauell that diggeth or 
ploweth vp the furrows thercof. 

The,Sea-man taſtcth of the abundance of the 
Sea, but hecarneth it with much lofle of kisreſt, 
with many fearefull conflifts with winde and wa- 
ter, and oftentimes, with the preſent horrour e- 
uen of viſible death. 

Soneither Land nor Sea feedeth the idle,both 
of them ſay nay to ſuch,as would catc,and would 
not worke,

Yertthere isa worke, and trauell to fetch in by | 


Sca tranſmarine abundance, and this is much 
in vie now: itis by Scea-theeuing and piracie, /l7s 
robar & triplex : Surely their hearts are more ' 
hard then Adamant , who trauclling in the con- | 
tinual fighr ofdeath and hell. Dauid faith of their | 
Sea-toſles vp to heauen,and downe to hell; the Sea | 
opening vpon them like a graue, and their ſhips 
lccming to them but Coeffins, in which they goe 


downe | 
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downe quicke into thedeepes : who hauing in 
continuall ſight, notthe ordinary wotks of God, 


God armed againſt chem , yet dog not feare to 
dare the Almighty with their profeſt rebellions, 


both againſt God , who hath giuen a contrarie 
law, and againſt cheir neighbors,whoſe liues and 
| goods, thou oughtelt, by the law of true charitie 
|to render, and preſeruc to the benefir ©f their bre- 
'threa, as carcfully, as rheir owne to their proper 
'vſc:; and againitthe mercitull loane of the crea- 
cures, the Sea, and windes, and ſhipping lentro 
'vs by our Maker, to make vs more able ro doe 
' him ſeruice, and to be more comfortable oneto 
' another. Theſe gather in the abundance of the 
' Scas, and ingroſle the gatherings of their bre- 
thren, bought with the dearhazard of their ltwes, 
and with many forrowfull ſufferings. 

| Letmedeliuer wy opinion and thoughts con- 
| cerning theſe men, as [hold no lite on earth that | 
; hath liberty,ſo ful of gall,as is the Sea mans, nor | 
any goods more dearly bought thea what he fer-|

leſt /ome worſe thing fallout againſt vs. 

Man (faith the Prophet) goeth forth to worke, 
and to his labour til the evening : the Sea-man doth 
hold it out often from morning to morning, hee 
cannor ca} the night his ſleeping time, but in the 
worft of weather', when all aſhoare hide them- 
ſelues from the furie of a ſtorme, hee muſt beare 
| the violence and rage thereof, in the darkeſt night | 
he muſt ſay to his eyes, cloſenot, and to the tem- | 
ples of his head, take youno reſt, 
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Thus hath the juſtice of God ſerman aworke, |

To 
this purpeſe, itis an holy wiſedome in the Ad-

Dauid expreſſeth Gods ready and gratious 
helpe, but iris when the Marriner hath done his 
beſt, and is now at his wittes end, when all his 
Cunning is gone,when the Saylors ſtagger like drus- 
ken mer, then the Lord commeth berweene them 
and their danger,and maketh the ſtorme to ceaſe: 
Teaching that where we haue vſed our whole en- 
deuour, there wee may ſafely caſt our ſelues vpen 
Divine Prouidence. 

An excellent examplc hereof Saint Zuke rela- 
teth in Pan/es voyage , where the danger was 
great, the ſhip laden, and the ſoules aboue 276, 
they had fo ſore a tempeſt, that with their owne 
hands they caſt forth the very Tackling of the 
ſhip, Neither Sunne, nor Starre, for many dies 4p- 
peared, and no ſmall tempeſt lay on them , all hope 
that they ſhould bee ſaued was taken away, then 
God, by his Angell, promiſed to Pas/ by night, 
that hee would giue bim all that (apled with him: 
yet the ſame S. Paw did require, that they thar 
could ſwimme ſhould caft themſelues into the 

ſea, and eſcape ſo: others , ſhould lay hold on 
boords and broken peeces of the ſhip; ſo truſting 
vpon the promiſe of God that they did neglet 
no meanes of ſafcty. 

Thar wee may boldly truſt to him in times of 
danger, itis required that wee ſeeke him in faire 
weather, leaſt hee know vs not in aſtorme : they 
that make ne conſcienceto offend God in their | 

mirth, | 
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mirth, doe loppe-the tree which ſhould ſhade 


them from the Sunne-beames , and ſhelter them + 


zom 4 (hower: they that prouoke God to anger, 
cut the bough they ſtand vpon , and make them- 
ſelues fall. Itis holy policie, ro mainitaine friend- 
ſhippe and loue with our God , that in the moſt 
growne Sea of tribulation , wee may Commit our 
way to the Lord, and truſt in him. | 
Saint Paxl thinketh it the moſt reaſonable ſer. 
uice of God, for vs to gine vp our bodies to hima 
liing ſacrifice , to make a Preſent of our felues to 
God, and we cannot looſe by it. 
It is recorded of Socrates, that whereas he re-' 
ceiued great rewards of his Schollers, for his rea- 
ding to them, <Meſchines a poore Auditor ofhis' 
hauing nothing to glue bim,ſaid; 20d vnum ba- 
beo,meipſum tibi dous , qui plus dederunt , fibi reli- 
querunt plus. Hauing nothing elſeto giue thee in! 
reward , I beſtow my ſelfe vpon thee; they that! 
haue giuen thee more, haue left theſelues more: 
and he did this ro his owne great aduantage: for 
Socrates tooke it ſo kindly, that he anſwered him: 
Habebo curam , vt te tibi reddam meliorem quan 
acceps. I wil haue a care to reſtorethee to thy ſelfe] 
better then I received thee. Our God requireth, 
ſaying , My ſonne, giuc me thy heart . And Danid| 
ſaith , Thow ſhalt make me to underſtand wiſcdome 


| inthe ſecret in my heart: ſo gaining by the ;Siuing 


of himſelfe away to God. 
But this is no ſufficient trial of our truſt in God, 


if wee onely truſt to himin reſpe@ of the good)

Therefore the triall of our Faith and Truſt, is in

tion to border by the ſea fide, & ſers men aworke 
to ſtudy and praQiiſe the art & skil of N 4u7gation, 
which both in religion and policy aduaunceth a 
common good : For ſince the curſe of God for 
finne doth preſſe ſwoate out ofall mens browes : 
and ſeeing Saint Paul would not heuc them Eate 
that refuſe to /abour,and pelicy it ſelfe cannot dil- 
| penſe with idleneſle; this is one of the meanes by 
| which many are ſet on work, both in the building 
| of ſhips, andinthe vſe of them at Sea, and inthe 
| neceſlary buſineſſes of merchandize, or of warre 
wherein they are employed. And therefore,if a- 
ny man be ſovawiſe, to thinkethat the charge 
giuento Adam, to till the carth; doth binde men, 
| euen all his poſtexitie , tothat onely labour for 
|thetr liuing vpon the carth , and thar all other 
| trauatle is vnlawfull : let him know, that when 
\ Moſes ſaid , The Lord made the Heauen and the 
Earth, he included the Sea alſo. 

And therefore their calling is alſo lawfull, on 
| ti 
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till and plow the Seas for an Harueſt, and thrifti- 
tily husband them, to their owne priuate, and to 
the common good. So that ſaying of God to 
man, Yeſceris pang tuo, doth intend more then 
foode, and more foodethen bread, as wee doc 
ſee the extent of that word in the Lordes prayer, 
where daily bread doth include all things of ne- 
ceſfarie vſe for rhe life of man , which things are 
not alway onthis fide the ſeas; & where the great
